Summary of the Examiner's rejections 

Claims 13, 14, 16, 17, 20, 21, 23 and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C- § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Van Doom (US 6,482,017), 

Ciaims 15, 18, 19 and 22 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowabSe if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Summary of amendments 

Applicant has cancelled claims 14-15 and 22 (without prejudice), and amended 
ciaims 13,18, 19 and 21, No new subject matter has been added . 

Remari^s regarding the claim objections 

Claims 16, 18, 19 and 22 stand objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form Including ail of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. Applicant has amended claim 
13 to include the limitations of claims 14-15. Plus, Applicant has amended claim 18 to 
include the limitations of claim 13, In addition, Application has amended claim 19 to 
include to the limitations of claim 13. Finally, Applicant has amended ciaim 21 to 
include the limitations of claim 22. Accordtngly, Appiioant respectfully requests the 
removal of this objection and the allowance of independent claims 13, 18, 19 and 22 
and their corresponding dependent ciaims 16-17, 20, and 23-24. 

Remarks regarding the §1 02(b) rejections 

Claims 13, 14, 16, 17, 20, 21, 23 and 24 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) 
as being anticipated by Van Doorn (US 6,482,017), Applicant respectfully requests the 
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removai of this rejection in view of the amended independent claims 13, 18, 19 and 22 
and their corresponding dependent daims 16-17, 20 and 23-24.
